Lesson V.—Jehoshaphat’s good reign 
in Judah, II Chron. xvii, 1-13. Golden 
Text, Matt. vi, 33, “Seek ye first the 
kingdom of God and His righteous- 
ness, and all these things shall be 
added wunto you.” I am much helped 
by the prayer of this good king and 
by the words: ‘In thine hand is power 
and might. We have no -.might, 
neither know we what to do, but our 
eyes are upon Thee.”’ 

Lesson VI.-—Elijah the prophet ap- |. 
pears in Israel, I Kings Pike 1-16. 

Ps. xxxiv, “They 
that seek the Lord than Ke wan 
any good thing.’’ Now,we see one of 
the grandest men that ever lived and 
yet a man of like passions with us 
(Jas. v, 17). His great word is, “The 
Lord God of Israel liveth, before 
whom I stand” (xvii. 1; xviii, 15). 
They are the first words we ever hear 
from him. Note the Lord’s special 
care of him at Cherith and Zarephath. 

Lesson VII.—Elijah’s victory over 
the prophets of Baal, I Kings xviii, 
25-39. Golden Text, Josh. xxiv, 15, 
“Choose you this day whom ye will 
serve.” See 850 men against one man, 
but God was with the one man and 
against the 850, and a half minute 
prayer to the living and true God ac- 
complished what an all day erying 
and pleading of the 850 could not. 

liesson VIII. —Elijah’s flight and re- 
turn, I Kings xix, 1-16. Golden Text, 
Isa. ‘xl, 31, “They that wait upon the 
Lord shall’ renew their strength.” In 
this lesson we see the weakness of one 
of the best of God’s servants, who was 
not afraid of Ahab nor of 850 false 
prophets, but who ran for his life be- 
cause of the threat of a wicked wo- 
man. Note the angel’s ministry and 
the patience and loving kindness of 
God. 

Lesson’ IX.—Elijah meets Ahab in 
Naboth’s vineyard, I Kings xxi, 11-20. 
Golden Text, Luke, 15, “Take heed 
and beware of covetousness.”” How 
selfish and cruel are people apt to be 
who live whelly unto themselves! 
They must have their way at any 
cost, no matter who may have to suf- 
fer or even die. But there will be a 
reckoning; and the Judge of all the 
earth will do right. The Lord Jesus 
said, ‘Fear not them which kill the 
body.” ~ 

Lesson X.—Elijah goes up by a 
whirlwind into heaven, II Kings ii, 
1-18. Golden Text, Gen. v, 24, noch 
walked with God, and he was not, for 
God took him.” The man who want- 
ed to die never did die. So it may be: 
with some of us (I Cor. xv. 51), The 
other notable features of this lesson 
are the devotion of Elisha to Elijah 
and his earnest desire for a double 
portion of his spirit. Note ‘They two 
went on.’ 

Lesson XI.—Elisha the prophet re- 

stores a child to life, II .Kings iv, 
87. Golden Text, Rom. vi, 23, ‘The 
gift of God is eternal life through 
Jesus Christ our Lord,” The woman 
who entertained Elisha did not enter- 
tain an angel, but one to whom angels 
ministered and who knew the Lord, 
and thus she ministered to the Lord 
Himself (Matt. x, 40, 41), who re- 
warded her with a son and also gave 
him to her from the dead.

It has a crisp feel, in- 
variably the same, ana such that 
bank clerks of experience can readily 
detect forgeries’ by this test alone, 
Then the wire mark i -pressed in the 
making by a frame, costly ¢0 make 
and difficult to use, is prvctically 
inimitable. 

Each note has thin, rough edges, 
uncut, not to be produced by any 


mode of cutting paper that is not 
devised expressly for the purpose, 
The paper for printing is damped 


with water in the exhar.sted receiver 
of an air pump. The ink used in the 
plate printing is made of Frankfort 
black, which is composed of the char. 
coals of tha tendrils and husks of 
the German grape ground: with lin- 
seed oil, This ink hes’ a peculiar and 
very deen shade of black, common 
black inks being tinied eWher with

The victory at Beaver Dam that 
made Colonel Fitzgibbon famous, is 

well-known to need recital here, | 
and the memory of that remarkable | 
affair has been renewed by sketches 
of Laura Secord published during the 
ast few months. It will be remem- 
red that, in the early summer of 
1813, the Americans were in posses- 
sion of Fort George, situated at the 
mouth of the Niagara River on the 
Canadian side. An advance was made 
towards Hamilton, “but it was checked 
by the night attack at Stoney Creek 
in which 1,400 Americans were de- 
feated by 800 British-Canadian troops, 
who captured two generals, four can- 
non, and 120 men. The American ad- 
vance party then fell back towards | 
the Niagara River. 

Shortly after that victory a British 
outpost on this frontier’ wasa stone 
house at Beaver Dam, about 17 miles 
west of Fort George, held by Fitz 
g.bvou and forty-seven men reinfore- 
ed by a number of Indians, the en- 
tire force of regulars, militiamen and 
Indians making all told 310. Laura 
Secord, whose maiden name was In- | 
gersoll, and whose husband was then 
lying wounded in his home at Queen- 
ston, hearing that the Americans in- 
tended to + 'rprise Fitzgibbon, tramp- 
ed at nigh. alone through the forest 
to warn Fitzgibbon of the impending 
attack. The warning was turned to 
good account. The Americans were 
surrounded, and so confused did they 
become in the wilderness that the 
surrendered to a force very muc' 
smaller than their own. The heroine 
of Beaver Dam was\Laura Secord, 
but great credit is due Fitzgibbon tor 
the manner in which he made use of 
the information carried to him by the 
brave woman, for the resourcefulness 
displayed in meeting the ‘crisis, and 
for*the courage and dash with which 
he carried out his plan, and who-e 
successful issue made Beaver Dam 
one o* the most brilliant events of the 
war.

free nation the world has ever seen. 

In common with ‘the other Unionist 
papers, however, the Telegraph at- 
taches equal importance to Mr. Bal- 
four’s argument in the same speech 
that the idea of universal arbitration 
is visionary, and that an Anglo- 
American treaty would in no way 
change Great Britain’s relations with 
Europe, and would not justify any re- 
duction of the British naval strength. 
The notion of the United States and 
Great Britain doing the police duty 
of the world would be obnoxious, ac- 
cording to the Unionist organs. 

The Telegraph says that the friend- 
ship between. Great Britain and the 
United States must be no pact against 
other countries. The Standard simil- 
arly asks whether if the treaty was 
concluded, in the event of the United 
States, becoming involved in hostili- 
ties with Japan, it could be supposed 
for a moment that Great Britain 
would go to their aid.

London.—Hon. A. J. Balfour, leader 
of the ee _amid cheers second- 
ed Sit Edward Grey’s endorsement of 
President Taft’s arbitration sugges- 
tion.

Ottawa.—No confirmation has yet 
reached the government of the report 
that the legislative assembly of Ba- 
hama_has voted in favor of union 
with Canada. It has been known for 
some time that certain Montreal gen- 
tlemen have been actively engaged 
while wintering at Nassau in inspir- 
ing an agitation in favor of union 
with Canada, but so far overtures 
have been completely unofficial. 
There is no considerable desire on the 
part of the government to favor any 
expansionist policy, especially when 
it involves the addition of a colored 
population of over fifty thousand de- 
scendants of. former slaves, but of 
course any memorial which may be 
received fr the legislative assembly 
of the Bahama Islands will be given 
respectful consideration. Our 
ent trade with the Bahamas is very 
small, and the proposal is regarded as 
a sentimental one, rather than as one 
which will ever amount to anything. 


GREAT BRITAIN’S NAVY COST 


It Is Hoped That Estimates Have 
Reached Highest Point—Supremacy 
Must Be Maintained 
London.—Hon. Reginald McKenna, 
first lord of the .admiralty, read his 
annual statement on the navy in the 
Rouse of Commons recently. 

n reply to various Liberal and 
Labor hecklers, Mr. McKenna said he 


L_| hoped the estimates had now reached 


their highest point. He estimated 
the cost of Germany’s fleet at £22,- 
000,000 and Great Britain’s at 
£33,000,000. 

The difference, Mr. McKenna said, 
might seem enormous, but’the import- 
ance of maintaining the absolute su- 
premacy of the ocean was so over- 
whelming that Britain could not af- 
ford to be in doubt for a fortnight.” 


To Regulate Human Growth 

London.—Prof. Arthur Keith, loun- 
terian professor at the Royal College 
of Surgeons, in a lecture recently, in- 
timated that as a consequence of re- 
cent discoveries bearing on the rela- 
tion between the pituitary gland at 
the base of the skull, and the growth 
of the body, science might soon be 
able to regulate human growth. 

Not only may more stature be ob- 
tained, the expert says, but* growth 
of various parts of the body may be 
regulated, and the time may come 
when the doctor will be able, for in- 
stance, to cause the nose to grow to 
any desired shape. 


Diamonds in British Columbia 


Real 
Ottawa.—The director of the geo- 
logical survey announced that dia- 


monds have been discovered by the 
survey in British Columbia rock, the 
first recorded discovery of diamonds 
in Canada. The rock is peridolate, 
known as danite, consisting uf olivine 
and chromite, and the specimens in 
which diamonds were found were ob- 
tained on Olivine mountain, near 
Talameen river, by Charles Cassels 
of the survey. On account of the 
small size of the diamonds, none be- 
ing much larger than pin heads, the 
discovery would seem to be of scien- 
tific rather than commercial import- 
ance,

CHINESE IMMIGRATION 


The Government will Not Admit the 
_ Wives of Chinamen to Canada 
Free 


Ottawa.—In the senate, Senator 
Domville drew attention to a report 
that the British government was 
about to popularize consols by issuing 
bearer bonds from five to ten pounds, 
which could be purchased at post 
ottices. He said tnat the Canadian 
government should do something /of 
this kind. ‘There were at least a 
thousand million dollars worth of sav- 
ings placed on deposit with Canadian 
banks and the government, and this 
showed the need for some additional 
way in which people of moderate 
means and small experience in busi- 
ness could invest safely. 

Sir Richard Cartwright said that 
the proposal made by Senator Dom- 
ville touched a question of great in- 
terest. There was no doubt it would 
place secure investments within the 
power of small investors. He would 
call the attention of the minister of 
finance to the suggestion.

MISSION OF CANADA 


TO BE A LINK BETWEEN EMPIRE 
AND UNITED STATES 
British Paper Expresses View That 
Canada in Developing a National 
Identity Under the British Flag 
Will be a Factor in Establishing 


Permanent Peace Between the 
nglish-Speaking Nations, 
London, — The London Observer 


| Says that+eCanada as a whole, while 
idesiring above all things to develop 
its national identity under the British 
flag, is determined to be a link be- 
tween the empire and the United 
States and not cause strife between 


|them. This is one of the fundamental 
facts of imperial polities and if Brit- 
ain is wise it will mean permanent 
peace in the English speaking world 
without secession, whether gradual or 
violent, of Canada from the empire. 

The Canadian reciprocity question 
|for Canada alone, if it, be connected 
with arbitration at all‘is the logical 
sequence. Kither a treaty of peace 
should’ precede the commercial com- 
pact or both should be enacted to- 
gether. Otherwise Canada will part 
;prematurely, an inducement which 
might have had considerable influ- 
ence with the American senate. Arbi- 
tration between two English speaking 
powers cannot under present condi- 
tions mean an alliance and to dwell 
on such a probability as the latter 
would be the most certain means of 
| defeating the former. 

Lloyd’s News says that between 
America and England there is only 
one form of rivalry and that ig pure- 
ly commercial and states that it 
dares to add that: if the reciprocity

POULTRY 

Do not let the hens get too fat or 
too thin, but keep them in medium 
flesh. 

Plenty of grain food is necessary 
for the production of fertile eggs that 
will hatch strong chickens. 

The early hatched cockerel , is 
one that brings the highest 
the market next spring. 

If you are going to buy an incuba- 
tor, do not delay, but order it now 
so that you may be sure to have it 
when you need it, 

Exercise obtained by scratching in 
a deep clean litter of grain, with the 
poultry house windows open, is a 
great aid to good health, and good 
health means more profit. | 

It never pays to keep old hens. and 
pullets in the same pen for the older 
birds will frequently get too fat on 
the amount of food that is required

to keep the younger ones in good 
condition. . 

Hens will lay without a male in 
the flock and the eggs will keep 
better. 

The fowl will stand- considerable 
cold if the air is dry and pure. 
Damp foul air is sure to cause 


trouble. 

Get a can of liquid lice killer and 
paint the roost and roost “supports 
occasionally to protect the fowls 
against the little mites that accumu- | 
late in that>part of the hen house. 

To get eggs you must feed enough 
to maintain the health and strength 
of the hens, and enough more than 
that to form a surplus out of which 
eggs can be made. 

Do not get the ducks too fat during 
the winter or they will not lay well 
in the spring. Examine them occas- 
ionally to make sure that they are in 
fair flesh. 

Table scraps, potato peelings, and 
all pieces of meat and vegetables that 
accumulate in the kitchen, should be 
boiled together and mixed with meal 
and bran to form a noon day lunch 
for the fowls in winter.
